Subject:  ALMRS  Equipment  Analysis  (Instruction  Memorandum  No.  DSC-85-87) 

This  is  in  reply  to  Instruction  Memorandum  No.  DSC-85-87  requesting  an 
equipment  analysis  for  the  Automated  Lands  and  Minerals  Record  System 
(ALMRS)  in  our  State  Office.  We  have  included  a  summary  showing  our  current 
equipment  as  well  as  projections  for  Priority  2  and  3  of  ALMRS  based  on  the 
set  of  assumptions  you  provided.  Please  note  that  the  equipment  listed  in 
Priority  1  is  what  we  now  have  for  Case  Recordation  and  for  the  initial 
input  of  Legal  Land  Description  and  Status  which  will  begin  later  this 
fiscal  year. 

The  chart  and  the  accompanying  functional  statements  include  the  present 
projected  FTE  in  the  Section  indicated;  the  items  marked  "ALMRS  configuration" 
indicate  the  existing  situation  (Priority  1)  and  the  projected  scenarios  in 
which  the  ALMRS  equipment  would  be  used  (Priority  2  and  3).  In  all  cases, 
references  to  printers  assume  the  use  of  "slave  printers"  similar  to  the 
Tandberg  terminals  and  printers.  However,  we  will  need  one  printer  capable 
of  printing  large  reports  in  our  Accounts  Section  for  use  in  responding  to 
public  inquiries. 


We  caution  you  that  this  analysis  reflects  the  situation  and  projections 
based  on  our  current  view  of  how  ALMRS  will  work  in  Eastern  States. 

Obviously  changes  can  occur  even  in  the  next  few  months  that  could  affect  the 
projections  made  here.  Therefore  the  Denver  Service  Center  should  contact 
our  ALMRS  coordinator  prior  to  making  any  long  term  commitments  on  equipment. 
Also,  funding  has  not  been  factored  into  this  analysis  in  any  way.

INTRODUCTION 


t 

-  The  Eastern  States  Office  has  jurisdiction  over  all  BLM  activities 
covering  31  States  in  the  East. 

-  All  references  in  the  accompanying  chart  and  narratives  to  Northern  Region 
refer  to  the  States  of  Maine,  Vermont,  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts, 
Connecticut,  Rhode  Island,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Maryland,  Pennsylvania, 
Delaware,  West  Virginia,  Ohio,  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Iowa, 
Illinois,  Indiana,  and  Missouri.  These  States  are  also  under  the  regional 
control  of  the  Milwaukee  District  Office. 

Reference  to  the  Southern  Region  refers  to  the  States  of  Virginia, 

North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Mississippi,  Alabama, 
Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Arkansas  and  Louisiana.  These  states  are  also  under 
the  regional  control  of  the  Jackson  District  Office. 

-  The  bulk  of  the  cases  in  the  East  involve  Federal  acquired  mineral  acreage, 
the  surface  of  which  is  under  a  different  Surface  Managing  Agency.  ALMRS 
equipment  may  be  needed  by  these  agencies  in  addition  to  the  requirements 
listed  by  ESO.  This  accounts  for  the  relatively  small  number  of  terminals 
requested  for  our  District  Offices.

States.  Plans  and  assigns  workloads,  provides  program  direction  and 
reporting  requirements  concerning  all  mineral  leasing  in  the  East. 

Existing  ALMRS  Configuration  Priority  1  and  2:  No  ALMRS  equipment  is 
assigned  to  this  section  because  of  priorities  elsewhere. 

Existing  Equipment  Priority  1  and  2:  0 

Proposed  ALMRS  Configuration  Priority  3:  For  case  control  chargeability , 
data  retrieval  and  reporting  requirements  to  other  agencies  and  to  BLM 
headquarters,  this  unit  requires  its  own  equipment.

Personnel :  1  Contact  Representative 

Function:  The  Public  Room  contains  mineral  tract  books,  maps  of  the  Forests 
for  Forest  Service  Region  8  and  Region  9  and  existing  Serial  Register  Pages. 
ESO’s  Land  Records,  including  General  Land  Office  Plat  Books  and  original 
Patent  files  are  also  available  to  the  public  in  our  Records  Room.  However, 
our  Records  Room  has  limited  space  and  no  table  or  chairs  for  the  public. 

ESO  has  at  least  2  or  3  outside  people  in  its  Public  Room  at  all  times  and 
can  often  have  as  many  as  6  or  7.  The  average  daily  count  is  4.  Most  of 
the  activity  in  the  Public  Room  is  checking  of  tract  book  records  and 
case  files  involving  oil  and  gas  leasing.  Once  ALMRS  is  functioning  it 
is  expected  that  our  Docket  workload  of  cases  requested  by  the  public 
daily  well  be  reduced  by  50  percent. 

ALMRS  Configuration  Priority  1:  In  light  of  the  condition  of  our  records 
and  our  continued  reliance  on  Tract  Books  and  other  agency  title  records, 
we  intend  to  use  our  existing  terminals  for  input  into  Case  Recordation 
and  Legal  Land  Description/ Status. 

Existing  Equipment  Priority  1:  0 

Proposed  ALMRS  Configuration  Priority  2  and  3:  Based  on  current  activity 
which  we  expect  to  continue,  two  terminals  will  be  needed  to  accommodate 
the  public.  The  terminals  should  be  "access  only"  without  ability  to  input 
data.  Vie  recommend  that  a  chargeback  provision  be  implemented  concerning 
CRT  use  by  the  public  and  that  printers  be  restricted  to  our  Accounts  Section 
(see  "Accounts"  Section).  Copies  could  then  be  run  through  Accounts  to 
ensure  payment.

Function:  Serves  as  initial  contact  point  to  receive  lands  and  minerals 

applications.  Processes  the  receipt  of  filing  fees,  first  year  rental 
and  issues  ESO  serial  number.  Performs  initial  data  entry  into  the 
Financial  Management  System  and  into  ALMRS.  Makes  necessary  changes  to 
Name  and  Address  for  billing  purposes  as  a  result  of  requests  from  the 
public,  approved  assignments  or  approved  corporate  name  changes  and  mergers. 
Once  lease  is  issued  or  case  is  closed,  Accounts  Section  authorizes  the 
rental  received  to  the  proper  account  (i.e.  Forest  Service,  Corps  of 
Engineers,  etc.).  Maintains  the  lease  account  system  records  for  ESO. 

Existing  Equipment  Priority  1:  0 

Proposed  ALMRS  Configuration  Priority  2  and  3:  This  office  is  the  first 
point  of  contact  with  the  applicants  or  offerors.  Therefore,  this  unit  will 
be  responsible  for  initial  input  of  case  file  information  into  the  ALMRS 
system  (Case  Recordation).  The  terminal  listed  below  would  be  used  in 
Accounts  to  enter  the  initial  case  record  for  new  over-the-counter  offers 
and  to  provide  updated  information  such  as  name  and  address  changes.  The 
printer  would  be  for  the  public  to  provide  hard  copies  of  information  from 
ALMRS.  Accounts  will  act  as  contact  point  with  the  public  in  supplying  hard 
copy  printouts  and  will  charge  the  public  based  on  the  pricing  policy 
established.

Office,  including  oil  and  gas,  coal,  phosphate,  solid  (hardrock)  leasables 
and  mining  claims.  Is  responsible  for  case  control  and  auditing  functions 
relating  to  case  files  themselves.  Also  responsible  for  charging  case 
files  to  members  of  the  public  or  to  BLM  employees  and  for  final  disposition 
of  the  files  to  National  Archives  and  Records  Service  (NARS). 

Existing  Equipment  Priority  1:  1  RAMTECH 

Proposed  ALMRS  Configuration  Priority  2  and  3:  1  CRT  for  case  file  control

Function:  Provides  data  entry  into  ALMRS  system  of  title,  survey  and  status 
data.  Update  data  already  provided  in  case  recordation  as  well  as  updating 
status  and  survey  data  as  changes  occur  through  purchase,  exchange,  condem¬ 
nation,  or  other  transfer  or  acquisition.  This  will  be  the  principal  section 
for  ALMRS  input  as  well  as  the  title  and  records  section  for  all  townships 
having  a  Federal  mineral  interest  in  the  East. 

Proposed  ALMRS  Configuration:  Our  current  configuration  is  three  terminals 
for  this  section.  Three  clerical  people  currently  are  providing  data  entry 
for  case  recordation.  Once  ALMRS  status  and  survey  data  are  entered  they 
will  be  responsible  both  for  data  entry  and  for  accuracy  of  ALMRS  title 
records. 

Existing  Equipment:  3  CRT’s,  1  Printer 

Proposed  Equipment  Total:  3  CRT’s,  1  Planometer,  1  Printer 
Additional  Equipment  Needed:  1  Planometer 

*Note:  FTE  may  be  needed  for  positions  now  filled  by  detailed  or  temporary 
personnel. 

Comment  1 :  Priority  2  equipment  is  based  on  DSC  instructions  concerning 
Legal  Land  Description  and  Status  needs. 

Comment  2 :  Currently  data  entry  for  Case  Recordation  is  being  done  by 
detailing  3  people  from  our  Dockets  and  Accounts  Section.  It  would  be 
desirable  to  create  new  ALMRS  Records  positions.  Such  a  position  would 
combine  the  ADP  skills  of  the  entry  operators  with  the  Records  skills  of 
Status  and  Records  people.  The  position  could  then  be  classified  as 
GS-4/5/6/7  and  thus  provide  a  "career  path"  for  persons  interested  in 
ALMRS  and  in  title/status  records.

Personnel ;  1  Section  Chief,  8  Land  Law  Examiners,  2  Legal  Clerks 

Function:  Adjudicates  and  gives  final  approval  or  denial  to  oil  and  gas 

lease  applications  for  11  Southern  States  accounting  for  10  million  acres 
of  Federal  mineral  ownership.  Prepares  the  Competitive  list  for  all  lands 
in  the  East  available  for  leasing.  Also  prepares  coal  lease  and  license 
applications  and  leases  as  well  as  solid  leasable  prospecting  permits  and 
preference  right  leases  for  signature  by  the  Deputy  State  Director  for 
Minerals.  Administers  and  adjudicates  approximately  2,000  mining  claims 
located  in  Arkansas.  In  all  cases,  determines  whether  applications  are 
properly  filed  in  accordance  with  applicable  regulations,  including  land 
descriptions,  qualifications,  etc.  Determines  whether  conflicts,  mineral 
reservations  or  special  areas  exemptions  exist  which  may  preclude  leasing. 

As  part  of  the  adjudicative  process,  title  records  are  examined  to  determine 
Federal  mineral  ownership,  surface  jurisdiction  and  approval,  lease  conflicts 
and  KGS  (known  geologic  structure)  information. 

ALMRS  Configuration  Priority  1:  Allows  for  data  entry  by  Legal  Clerks  for 
all  updates  to  Case  Recordation.  Also  provides  limited  access  to  ALMRS 
Legal  Land  Description  and  Status  Data  as  these  become  available.  This 
configuration  is  considered  necessary  (based  on  current  equipment  totals) 
in  order  to  provide  sufficient  input  to  ALMRS  Unit  Section. 

Existing  Equipment  Priority  1:  1  CRT 

ALMRS  Configuration  Priority  2:  In  order  to  provide  access  to  case  recordation 
and  ALMRS  status  and  survey  data,  we  propose  to  have  1  CRT  for  every  3  Land 
Law  Examiners  and  1  CRT  for  every  2  Legal  Clerks.  One  of  the  CRT’s  will  also 
be  used  to  enter  Mining  Claims  as  well  as  for  entering  data  on  updates  into 
ALMRS.  Also  will  query  CRT’s  in  order  to  determine  status  and  survey  data. 

Proposed  Equipment  Total  Priority  2:  5  CRT's,  2  Printers 

Proposed  ALMRS  Configuration  Priority  3:  This  would  provide  1  CRT  and 
1  Printer  for  each  Land  Law  Examiner  and  Legal  Clerk  in  the  Section.  Allows 
for  instant  access  to  ALMRS  Database  and  print  capability  for  file  (hard) 
copy  or  for  transmittal  to  applicant  or  Surface  Managing  Agency. 

Proposed  Equipment  Total  Priority  3:  11  CRT's  and  11  Printers.

Minerals  Adjudication  -  Northern  Region 


Personnel :  1  Section  Chief,  8  Land  Law  Examiners,  2  Legal  Clerks 

Function:  Adjudicates  and  approves  or  denies  mineral  leasing  applications 
in  20  Northeastern  and  Midwestern  States  involving  approximately  10  million 
acres  of  Federal  mineral  ownership.  Also  prepares  the  list  of  all  lands  in 
the  East  placed  on  the  Simultaneous  Oil  and  Gas  (SOG)  list.  Accounts  for 
approximately  50  percent  of  the  Bureau's  total  activity  in  solid  leasable 
minerals  (excluding  coal).  Determines  whether  applications  are  properly 
filed  in  accordance  with  the  applicable  regulations,  including  land  descrip¬ 
tion,  qualifications,  etc.  Determines  whether  conflicts,  mineral  reser¬ 
vations  or  special  area  exemptions  may  preclude  leasing.  Issues  permits  or 
leases  or  rejects  applications  based  on  this  determination.  As  part  of  the 
adjudicative  process,  title  records  are  examined  to  determine  Federal  mineral 
ownership,  surface  jurisdiction  and  approval,  lease  conflicts  and  KGS  (known 
geologic  structure)  information. 

ALMRS  Configuration  Priority  1:  Allows  for  data  entry  by  Legal  Clerks  for 
all  updates  to  Case  Recordation.  Also  provides  limited  access  to  ALMRS 
Legal  Land  Description  and  Status  Data  as  these  become  available.  This 
configuration  is  considered  necessary  (based  on  current  equipment  totals) 
in  order  to  provide  sufficient  input  to  ALMRS  Unit  Section. 

Existing  Equipment  Priority  1:  1  CRT 

Proposed  ALMRS  Configuration  Priority  2:  In  order  to  provide  access  to  case 
recordation  and  ALMRS  status  and  survey  data,  propose  to  have  1  CRT  for  every 
3  LLE's  and  1  CRT  for  the  2  Legal  Clerks.  This  will  ensure  that  the  CRT's 
are  accessible  to  the  LLE's  and  are  being  utilized  fully.  The  Legal  Clerks 
will  be  entering  updated  information  into  the  CRT's  as  well  as  querying  ALMRS 
for  status  and  survey  data. 

Proposed  Euipment  Total  Priority  2:  5  CRT's,  2  Printers 

Proposed  ALMRS  Configuration  Priority  3:  This  would  provide  1  CRT  and 
1  Printer  for  each  LLE  and  Legal  Clerk  in  the  Section.  Allows  for  instant 
access  to  ALMRS  Database  and  print  capability  for  file  (hard)  copy  or  for 
transmittal  to  applicant  or  Surface  Managing  Agency. 

Proposed  Equipment  Total  Priority  3:  11  CRT's  and  11  Printers.

Personnel :  1  Branch  Chief,  2  Realty  Specialists,  1  Secretary 

Function:  Oversee  overall  lands  adjudication  and  related  planning  functions. 

Provide  technical  oversight  and  support  to  the  Lands  Adjudication  Sections. 
Give  final  approval  for  all  decisions  affecting  lands  cases  within  the 
31  Eastern  States. 

Existing  ALMRS  Configuration  Priority  1,  2  and  3:  Provides  overall  ALMRS 
input  for  Lands  cases  into  Case  Recordation.  Also  provides  updates  to 
Lands  cases  as  status  changes.  At  present,  there  is  only  1  CRT  and 
1  Printer  authorized  for  the  Branch  of  Lands.  As  additional  equipment 
becomes  available  the  intention  is  to  provide  each  adjudicative  section 
with  equipment  and  to  leave  1  CRT  and  1  Printer  at  the  Branch  Chief  level. 

Existing  Equipment:  1  CRT,  1  Printer 

(No  additional  equipment  is  considered  necessary  at  this  level.  Please 
note  increases  proposed  for  the  two  adjudicative  sections  in  the  Branch 
of  Lands.)

Function:  Adjudicates  all  lands  cases  in  20  Northeastern  States  including 
land  title  conflicts,  patent  conveyances,  Recreation  and  Public  Purpose 
Act  (R  &  PP)  permits,  conveyance  of  Federal  Mineral  interests  under  FLPMA 
and  land  withdrawals  and  exchanges.  Also  directs  administration  for 
60,000  acres  of  Public  Land  in  Minnesota  as  well  as  scattered  isolated 
tracts  throughout  the  Midwest.  Administers  and  conducts  BLM  land  sales  in 
the  States  under  their  jurisdiction.  Coordinates  land  planning  and  land 
use  activities  witn  Milwaukee  District  Office. 

Proposed  ALMRS  Configuration  Priority  1:  In  light  of  the  need  in  other 
sections  for  equipment  and  the  relatively  low  number  of  Lands  cases  (600 
lands  cases  compared  with  15,000  minerals  cases),  priority  has  not  been 
given  to  this  section  in  ALMRS.  However,  as  equipment  becomes  available 
and  Legal  Land  Description  and  Status  is  complete,  access  to  ALMRS  will 
become  more  critical.
